The field employees of the Bureau of Investigation are in constant 
contact with local and State law enforcement officials at all times, are manifestly under instruc- 
tions to render every possible cooperative assistance in matters coming under jurisdiction, 
and the value of their services to law enforcement in general and to peace officers of the country 
in particular cannot be too highly recommended. It is the sense of the members assembled also, 
that fitting recognition jihould be shown the striking advance accomplished in combating crime 
through the organization and development of the Identification Division of the United Slates 
Bureau of Investigation under the supervision of Mr. Hoover. It is believed that this division 
has now attained a world wi<Ie reputation for expeditious and efficient service to law enforce- 
ment officials, and the v.due of ihe infonnalion promptly transmitted to jxiaic officers cannot 
be over-estitnaled. 

It is further iK-licved that recognition should Ik- maile .Mso of the comprehensive, tireless 
and seH-s;icrifit iiigeflorlson thep.irt of Mr. Hoover ii. dcvc'upiiig the piunctr wi.rk of roIlecti:;g 
anj ;.>:l'!;>':;::g um^' tit!

Mr. Hoover has a1wa>'5 been available for personal advice and cooperative counsel and 
assisUnce to the members of the Association at all times and has given unreservedly of his time 
and efforts to all modem plans and projects tending to combat crime and convict criminals. 

THEREFORE. BE IT RESOLVED: That it is the sense of the members of this Associa- 
tior that thir P,«i.-.!-j;;cit-. tx sjireai or tl.t miiiuicb iiid ti.iT copies thcrcci be iransmiJipff in 
the rresiden; and Attorney (,cnera'' o! tti-j Vniied Stales." 
It is desired to emphasize the non-political character of the International Association of Chiefs of Police 
and the desire of the Executive Committee of this association to avoid any possible indication of interference 
at 6lis, or any other time, in political affairs, local. sUte or national. It has befti manifest, however, that 
the conduct of the United Slates Bureau of Investigation, under the direction of John Edgar Hix^er, ha> 
been of a non-political character and it is not believed that an endorsement therefore of iht work of the 
United Sutes Bureau of Investigation under his direction could lie in any manner rhamcferi/ed as political 
in any sense. It is the sense of the Executive Committee of the International Association of Chiefs of Police 
that any change in the administration of the United States Bureau of Investigation would be prejudiral 
to the cause of practical, modem, efficient law enforcement as represente<I by the International -Association 
of Chiefs of Police, and it is the earnest hope of all the members of this Executive Committee that no such 
change may be contemplated in this highly important position. 

THEREFORE. BE IT RESOLVED: That it is the sense of the mcmliers of this Committee that this 
Resolution be spread upon the minutes and that copies be transmitted to the President-Elect, the Attorney 
General of the United States, when designated by the President-Elect. and to all of the Members of Congress 
of the United States.
